After heariug all the evidence the 
coroner's jury handed in a verdict of - 
ful murder against the prisoner, Almede 
Chattelle. 

The prisoner was next arraigned before 
a magistrates’ court, consisting of Police 
Magistrate Techune and Mayor Feather- 
stone. Much ofthe evidence taken ly the 
coroner’s jury was gone over. The qagia- 
trate charged him under the section fu the 
revised statutes which gives the prisoner 
4n opportunity to make a statement, and 
warned him that anything he might say 
might be used against him. He replica 
that he was guilty and had nothing else to 
say. Then he was removed to the cell, 
where he was stripped and his clothing 
examnined, Many blood stains were found 
on his drawers. 

While being searched he repeatedly said 
he did not care how soon he was put out 
of the world. 

“Let them cut me to pieces, or hang, or 
shoot me,” he remarked. “ They haye 
proved I did it. What is the good of de 
laying matters. The sooner they get it 
over and done with the better.” 

MONTREAL, Oct. 29.— A special despatch 
from St Hyucinthe states that Almeda 
Chattellé was born in that town 52 years 
ago. He has two brothers and several 
sisters alive and married there. In his 
youth Chattelle was one of the altar boys 
there in the Roman Catholic church, and 
was rather a commonplace youth. While 
in his teens, however, he became restless, 
and one day disappeared from St. Hyacin- 
the. Yearafter year passed and notidings 
of the missing boy reached his parents, 
who mourned him as one dead. 

Chattelle told lis friends when he was 
in St. Hyacinthe in September last that 
he never had time to make the trip from 
Montreal or Quehec back to St. Hyaciuthe. 


Durham crowded the court and listened to 
all the details of the trial with intense in- 
terest. 

The defence was commenced, and Mr. 
Osler put forward witnesses to show that 
Ling has a bad reputation for veracity, 

After producing twenty witnesses to 
swear that they would not believe Ling 
upon oath, the defence rested their case. 
Counsel began at one o'clock to address 
the jury. 

Mr. Osler made the most powerful ad- 
dress of his career. He began by pointing 
out the gravity of the case, and drew the 
attention of the jury to the fact that it 
was a woman and not a man with whom 
they were dealing. He claimed that there 
was a marked absence of sufficient motive 
for the crime, inasmuch as the amount of 
money to be realized was small. He then 
proceeded to castigate Ling. He pointed 
out the fact that twenty people who had 
known him for some time (some for many 
years) had said on oath that they would 
not belleve him. Most had declared that 
even his sworn statement could not be 
relied upon. 

Mr. Osler then asked the jury not to 
condemn Mrs. Hartley, but to do what 
was just—to acquit her, 

The jury retired at 7 o'clock. 

At 10.15 they returned to court, when 
the foreman announced that they had 
found the prisoner, Marie Hartley, not 
guilty of the charge. 

A loud cheer at once burst from the 
audience, which was immediately sup- 
pressed. 

The judge orderod three of the offenders 
to the cells for forty-eight hours asa 
punishment, 

The prisoner was warned of the narrow 
escape she had and was thereupon dis- 
charged.

A great variety of bedding-materials are 
employed in different localities, and each 
farmer will, of course, select for his own 
nge such of these as are the cheapest and

Saw- 
dust makes clean, tidy bedding, but the 
impression is quite strong among farmers 
that its effect upon the soil is not desirable, 
Certainly it decays very slowly.

Assuming that the Czar of Russia is 
seriously ill, and that his release from the 
responsibilities of absolute sovereignty over 
more than « hundred million of people can- 
not be long deferred, one is naturally dis- 
posed to speculate regarding the probable 


consequences of his death upon the situation 
in Europe. Among the rules of govern. 
mont thatare acknowledged by the Russian 
Hov 


sion, which, according to a decree 


reigns as binding is the law of succes- 
of the 
Emporor Paul of the year 1797, is to be that 
ofregular deacent by right of primogeniture, 
with preference of male over female heirs. 
Itis, however, probable that the Czarewitch 


will become regent before he becomes 
actual ruler, and will therefore ascend 
that dangerous eminence upon which his 
grandfather was assassinated, and where 
his father has lived in daily dread of bullet 
and bomb, after having had at least a short 
experience in directing the affairs of the 
Empire. There seem every reason for the 
belief that he is hardly as weil fitted to rule 
the Russians as was Alexander ILI. at the 
time of the catastrophe of 1881, for, while 
he succeeds, perhaps, at the age of about 
twenty-six, his father did not succeed until 
he was ten years older. But while he has 
been trained to rule, his father was edu- 
cated, without reference to the possibili- 
ties of succession, in such a way that he 
might win the only .thing for which 
he really cared--« great military repu- 
tation—and became at the age of 
twenty heir to the throne. In character, 
the young Czarewitch is said to resemble 
hia father, and it issupposed that he will 
pursue his father’s policy of peace. But 
the peace-lovers of Europe seem to contem- 
plate with dismay the substitution of the 
youthfal hand for the more experienced one, 
for in an autocracy like that of Russia pre- 
judices and prepossessions are likely tohave 
far-reaching and important effects. Ruasia 
is more Asiatic than European, is reaction- 
ary in its tendencies of government, and is 
under the bondage of race traditions, 
and it 1s therefore the more difficult 
to preserve concord and amity with 
the progressive and enlightened na- 
tions of Europe.

A girl named. Jessie Keith, aged 14 
years, daughter of Mr, William Keith, a 
farmer about one and a half iiles from 
Listowel, was foully and brutally murdered 
between 12 and 1 o'clock on ‘Thursday. 
The girl was met on the railway track as 
sho was returning trom Listowel. She had 
been to the post office and was assaulted 
by a tramp, it is supposed, and outraged 
and murdered, 
The railroad section mon returning dowa 
the track after dinner, saw some newspapers 
and spilled rice on the track, 


EVIDENCE OF FOUL PLAY. 


Upon further investigation, they discov- 
ered evidences of foul play, They went to 
Mr. Keith, about half a mile distant, and 
upon returning and following the tracks 
across a plowed field, and about 80 yards 
into a swamp, discovered the body of the 
girl, recently covered over with moss aud 
rotten wood, the clothing havirg been re- 
moved and taken away. The throat was 
cut and the body bore evidence of the fout- 
est of crimes. 

County Crown Attorney Idington,Shoriff 
Hoasie and the coroner from Stratford ar- 
tived at the sceno of the murder on the 
8.15 train, stopping at the swamp, and after 
viewing the body and surroundings had 
the body removed to the victim’s late home. 
A jury was sworn in and the inquest ad- 
journed, 

Tho perpetrator of this crime no doubt 
came up the railroad track, mot his victim 
and disposed of the body as stated, leaving 
the swamp, crossed over a portion of Mr. 
Roli’s farm dircetly butting Mr. Keith's on 
the town line east of Listowel, and across 
to the third concession of Wallace, where 
he was seen about four o'clock in the after- 
noon, A search party are scouring the 
country in all directions and it hoped they 
will succeed in discovering and bringing him 
to justice,

HERE IS SOMETHING NEW. 


A Round Dining Table That May be En- 
larged at Will-—-Its Mechanism Pictur 
ed and Deseribed, 

The extension round table is the latest 
novelty. It is fourfeetindiameter. Hidden 
under the centre 1s a large box in whieh are 
stowed the extra loaves necessary in the 
exteusion, The widening of the table 
to any desired size is the question of a very 
ew moments. The mechanism is simpleand 
easily managed, At frequent intervals cleats 
arepulledout. Thecleats have bevelled edges 
over which tho semicircular leaves are slid. 

When the leaf has been pushedin it locks 


itself, and ia unlocked by a alight pressure 
on « button, The extension cloata are 
atrong enough to bear the woight ot a man 
sitting on the edge of tho table. To extend 
the table to eight feet in diameter lega un- 
fold under the table for tho support of 
furthor leaves. By the pulling out of more 
cleats and the addition of more loga the 
table can be extended to the diameter of 
twelve feet. The syatem of extension is to

NOTH PROM OTTAWA 


THE MANITOBA SCHOOL CASE 


An Appeal to the Privy Council to Be 
Made by the Cathollo Minority— 
Who is Acting Minister of 
Justionin the Absence 
of the Premior, 


OTTAWA, Nov. 7—Inspector Dan O'Leary, 
of the Dominion police force, has returned 
from Regina, to where he accompanied 
Neale, the absconder, who got seven years 
in the Stoney Mountain penitentiary. 
Since O'Leary left Ottawa on September 
80 he travelled 10,000 miles.

THE LATE JAMES ANTHONY 
7 FROUDE. 


James Anthony Froude died in London 
at 6.40 Saturday morning. 
James Anthony Froude was the young- 


deacon of Totnes, and was born at Darting- 
ton, England, April 1818. He received 
his education at Westminster and Oriel 
Vollege, Oxford, where he graduated in 
and carried off the chancellor's prize in 1842 
for an essay on ‘‘The Influenee of the Sci- 
ence of Political Economy onthe Moral and 
Social Welfare of the Nation,” becoming at 
tho same time a fellow of Exeter College. 
He was ordained a deacon in the church of 
England in 1844. He became connected 
with the highchurch party and wrote ‘*The 
Lives of the English Saints.” In 1847 he 
published “Shadows of the Qlouds.” In 
1848 he published ‘‘Nemesis of Faith.” It 
indicated his defection from the teachings 
of the church of England. It was a pro- 
testagainst the adherence of the church to 
what he denomirated the Hebrew mythol- 
ogy. Theso works were emphatically con- 
demned by the university authoritics.. Mr. 
Froude, in consequence, resigned hia fel- 
lowship and abandoned an appointment he 
had received as a teacher in Tasmania, He 
became o constant contributer to the 
Westminster Review. In 1856 he pub- 
lished the firat two volumes of his ‘‘History 
of England From the Fall of Wolsey to the 


the work in 1870. The boldness and or- 
iginality of theauthor attracted wide at- 
tention and provoked much adverse criti- 
cism of his work. 
cate the character of Henry VII. waa es- 
pecially condemned. Jn 1867 he published 
4 volume of essays entitled “Short Stories 
on Great Subjects.’’ In March, 1869, ho was 
installed rector of the University of St. 
Andrews, when he received the degree of 
LL. D. ora short time he was editor of 
Frasier’s Magazine, resigning in August, 


1871, In the following year, taking advan- 
tage of the clerical disabilities act, he re- 
linquished the office of deacon. 

In the autuinn of the same year he came 
to the United States, where he lectured in 
the principal cities on the relations between 
England and Ireland. In these he blamed 
the Irish for their condition, denouncing 
them as shiftless and impractical, swayed 
by impulse rather than by reason, Father 
Tom Burke, the Dominican orator,took up 
the cudgel in behalf of his fellow country- 
mon, and an animated controversy ensued 
in which the historian got rather the worst 
of it, In 1874 Mr. Froude was sent to the 
Cape of Good Hope to investigate the causes 
of the Kaflir Insurrection, returning to 
England in March of the following year.

THE MATTER OF GHOSTS. 


Some Curious and Suggestive Facts and 


Speculations as to Ghosts, 

Tho English Paychical Research Society 
began six years ago to investigate the mat- 
ter of ghoats, or hallucinations, according 
toscientific principles, and for the purpose 
of formulating some definite theory with 
regard to such things, All available means 
have boon employed to obtain accurate’ in- 
formation upon the subject, and the result 
is sot forth ina report which leaves the 
Problem unsolved, but presenta sume our- 
ious and suggestive facts and speculations, 
Woe are not told what really constitutes a 
Khost, nor by what Jaw spectral apparitions 
“ro governed, but we are assured, for one 
thing, that these supernatural shapes ure 
in evidence only to’ a limited number of 
persons. The ghost-seers, in fact, appear 
to represent not more than 10 per cent, of 
the general population. This conclusion 
has been arrived at by a comprehensive 
process of personal inquiry. That is to any, 
17,000 people were separately interrogated 
as to their experience in the respect of 
vivid impressions of seoing or being touched 
by o living being or inanimate object, or of 
hearing @ voice, which impression was not 
due to any apparent external physical cause, 
The number of affirmative replies coming 
within the scope of tho investigation was 
only 1,684. Thus not quite one in ten of 
the persons questioned were able to aay 
that they had ever seen any psychic phen- 


omena andso the preponderance of evidence 
1s against the ghosts.

A New Line Said to Be Contemplated to 
Niagara Falls. 

BurFaLo, Nov, 12.—For several years 
there has been more or less talk about the 
Canadian Pacific coming into Buffalo, but 
it has never developed into anything of a 
definite nature. If, however, the infor- 
mation that has recently come to this city 
is correct, and it came from a source that 
is apparently entirely reliable, this great 
corporation has finally completed its plans 
to build a line of its own into this city, 
but nothing is known as to when it will 
do so. 

The understanding is that the company 
has its right of way all secured and the 
line laid out in readiness to build when it 
is prepared to carry its plan into effect. 
The statementis made that it will bridge 
Niagara river from a point above the city 
of Niagara Falls to Navy Island and from 
that island to Grand Island.

It will be remembered that 
some time ago the sale of Strawberry 
Island to a company was recorded, and 
much was said at that time about what 
was to be done in the way of utilizing it 
for immense docks, etc, It is now said

The Shrinkage of Butter. 


‘Lhe shrinkage of butter from the time it 
is packed until it is sold by the commission 
men causes a great deal of trouble, bath to 
the shipper and the receiver, To the ship- 
per because in most cases the butter is 
not weighed in the tubs and he billait 
sixty pounds net to the dealer, When he 
receives his returns and jt only nets him 58 
to 584 pounds to the tub, he thinks there 
is something wrong with the weights at 
the other end of the line. 

F, A. Leighton in Creamery Journal 
says that during the month of June ho had 
a chance to find out just exactly how much 
shrinkage there would be ina tub of but- 
ter. The resnits were obtained from fifty 
tubs, part of it being kept in the refrigera- 
tor for two weeks, The dry tubs were all 
weighed and ayeraged seven pounds each ; 
they were then soaked eighteen hours and 
weighed again before the butter was pack- 
od; the average weight of the soaked tubs 
was eight and a halt pounds; the butter 
was churned at a temperature of 50 to 54 
degrees, and came out of the charn free 
from moisture; it was then salted and 
worked as dry as possible with one work- 
ing. 

The butter being analyzed was found to 
contain from 83 to 85 per cent. fat, the but- 
ter was packed tirm and solid and the tub 
weighed exactly to an ounce and the weight 
of the butter and tubs marked separately 
on the side of package. It was then sealed 
up, the cover nailed on ond set away, the 
butter room being keptav about 52 degrees. 
At the end of two weeks 20 tubs were pick- 
ed out, the cover and salt removed, the 
bu'ter emptied on the scales and weighed 
and it was found that the butter had shrunk 
a trifle over one pound in each tub and the 
tubs had increased about that much in 
weight, 7 

Since then Mr, Leighton has tried differ: 
ent ways of preparing the tubs but in each 
case as the packago dried out it drained 
the moisture from the butter, By using the 
tin lined tubs this matter could be obviated 
but they do not seem to be in favor with 
commission men. He has also used the 
paraffine wax but on account of the butter 
sticking to the package it was nod considor- 
ed an improvement. 


Home and Highway. 
In the efforts mado by the farmors to 
make attractive thoir surroundings, the 
ornamentation of the highways shoald not 
bo neglected. Roads should be construct” 
od with the greatest poasible smoothnons, 
A side path for podestrians should be add 
ed to all main highways, especially when 
they extend from ono village to another, 
On ono side of the Appian Way a well: 
graded path was constructed its entire 
length, shaded by well trimmed treos, on 
which the pedestrian, sick or poor, could 
travel undisturbed by the grinding whools 
ofthe Roman chariots, If a woll-graded 
path was maintained on all our main 
highways, the cause of humanity would be 
better subserved, 
Attention should also be paid to the 
condition of the space between the road 
and fences. Nothing can be more charm: 
ing as one rides through the country, than 
to soothe brush along the roadsidea cut 
and removed, trees woll trimmed, stumps 
and stones excavated and holes dug by some 
boorish pathmaster filled and graded by hin 
more thoughtful successor, 
Such a condition would produce a much 
different aspect from that which we often 
bohold whore the highways become the 
dumping ground for all refuse of the farm 
and even of the house,

as a brace to strengthen the bench. An- 
other pretty stand isa rack added to the 
top of a bench (ig. 3). It is faced to the 
window and reats upon the sill. It will 
hold a large number of pots on its two 
shelves and on the bench, 

The arrangement which seems to be the 
most perfect in every respect, because of 
its allowing the plants all the sunshine 
and being out of the way when the room 
is swept, isa plant rack made of hanging 
shelyos (Fig 4), The top shelf is 18 inches

to two feet from the glazs, while the bot- 
tom shelf ison a level with the window 
sill. The weight of the rack and plants is 
supported entirely by the window framo 
to which it is screwed at the bottom and 
held by a strong wire at the top. It is 
easily taken down and put aside in the 
spring. A neat finish to all of these plant 
racks is dark green paint, Nothing is so 
pretty and appropriate for the green foli- 
age and bright flowers. 


To Make Housekeeping Easy. 

In our modern houses, with so many 
improvements and labor saving machines, 
it ws hardly necessary for the lifé of a house- 
keeper to bo a drudge. Easy housekeeping 
depends upon good management, A well 
laid plan isa long atep toward easy house- 
keeping, and housekeepers will find their 
work simplified and tightened by following 
a studied plan, As the samo circumstances 
do not exiat in any two households, it is 
impossible to give a plan that allcan follow. 

One important atep is to avoid, as far as 
possible, a groat umount of work to 
be done in a limited time, Scatter the 
work along through the week so that no 
day will be one of continuous, hard labor. 
Endeavor to be systematical but do not be 
a slave to syatem, If sickness or any othor 
cause prevents the carrying out of your 
plans, accept the ordeal with cheerfulness, 
at least outwardly. ‘Try to arrange tho 
work so that the afteruoons may be given 
to sewing, monding or recreation, Allot o 
certain portion of rvork to certain lays. 

One day in tho week should be set aside 
for the family washing. Monday has ad- 
vantages over any other day. The washing 
ia the hardestand most unpleasant task of 
the weok, and tho housekeeper is best pre: 
nared for it after the mind and body have 
Ban rested and strengthened by the Sab: 
bath, The washing can be made compara: 
tively easy by the use of kerovone or somo 
harmless washing fluid or compound, 
‘After the washing is done tho kitchen floor 
should be sorubbed, 

Tuesday should be devoted to baking, a 
general straightening up of pantry, cup: 
board, etc, and folding the clothes ready to 
be ironed on Wednesday forenoon, and if 
there is timo part of the ironing may be 
dono. 

On Wednesday the irvning should be 
done, Starched clothes, table linen and 
handkerchiefs should be carofully ironed, 
Shoots, towels, underwear, stockings, ote., 
require but little ironing. Some house. 
wives do not iron these garmente but fold 
thom amoothly when taken from the line 
and run once or twice through the wringer, 

On Thuraday more baking may be done 
if noceusary, tho kitchen floor scrubbed 
tho cloan clothes pub away, and many odd 
jobs be dono, On Kriday the goneral aweop- 
ing and dusting should be done, This iso 
hard task for the housokeepor, ewpooially if 
the rooms contain heavy turnituro, If 
housekvopors could bo guided into simple 
habite and ideas in furnishing homoa, much 
time and labor could saved, Hvory 
artiole of furniture that is not a moans of 
comfort or convenience should bo disposed 
of, 

On Naturday enough baking should bo 
dono to Inst until the next Tuesday, the 
dining room end kitchen should be cleaned 
and everything putin roadinoss for Sunday, 
which should be aday of revt, Housekoop- 
ora will find that it pays to keop tho 
Sabbath holy.

For the development of new countries 
the presence of the Chinaman is an essential 
condition of success. To show what the 
Chinaman is capable of accomplishing in 
Australia, the writer recalls two scenes 
witnessed by him, which he regards as il- 
lustrative of the Chinamen’straits. One of 
these scenes we reproduce as follows ;
